Money printers 
closure leaves 
150 jobs at risk

A MONEY-PRINTING company is to close its 
Dunstable plant leaving 150 jobs in the 
balance, it was announced on Friday. 

De La Rue (DLR) told its workforce in French’s 
Gate that the site would close and production 
will be transferred to Gateshead. 

Trade union Unite said that it will be holding 
talks with DLR on Wednesday to save as many 
jobs of its members as possible by relocation 
within the company. 

Next month a 90-day consultation period will 
begin, with the changes due to be made within 
18 months. 

Unite officer Louisa Bull said: “The 
announcement will come as sad news for the 
local community in Dunstable. 

“When we talk to the company next week, 
Unite will be working hard to get the best deal 
possible for our members facing redundancy 
and also be exploring the company’s offer of 
relocation opportunities to other plants across 
the UK. 

“DLR has indicated that it wishes to under¬ 
take the changes over the next 18 months. 

“With the arrival in fanuary this year of the 
new chief executive officer, Tim Cobbold, and 
the recent announcement of a global improve¬ 
ment plan to return the business to an operat¬ 


ing profit of £100 million-a-year within three 
years, changes had been anticipated by our 
members. 

“However this news will be a major shock for 
many of them and will have a significant 
adverse impact on many Unite members and 
their families. 

“While recognising DLR’s continued commit¬ 


ment to UK jobs, our role now will be to secure 
the best terms we can for our members.” 

DLR, which is also closing its Basingstoke 
plant, is the largest commercial banknote 
printer and papermaker and produces more 
than 150 currencies. 

Nobody at De La Rue was available for 
comment. 


Cop dog 
instructor 
sidelined for 
‘training’ 

A POLICE dog instructor has been 
temporarily taken off his duties following 
an investigation into claims he used an 
‘inappropriate’ method. 

The officer from the Bedfordshire and 
Hertfordshire Dog Unit was removed from 
his police dog instructing role on fitly 27, 
while he receives further training after his 
technique came into question. 

Two dog handlers reported the alleged 
incident, which is believed to have 
happened on May 17, but did not come 
forward until up to a month later. 

It is believed the incident included an 
object being thrown at a dog and that it 
may have occurred more than once 
during the session. 

Inspector Steve Mann of the 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire Dog Unit 
said: “The dog unit supervisory team were 
informed one month after a training 
session that two police dog handlers 
considered a training method, employed 
by a police dog instructor, as possibly 
being inappropriate. 

“That matter was formally investigated 
and the police dog instructor has been 
removed from police dog instructing 
duties, pending further training. 

“At no time was the officer suspended 
from duty. At no time was a dog caused 
any pain or discomfort.” 

Hertfordshire Police were unable to 
confirm the identity of the police officer. 

The joint dog unit came together more 
than two years ago following a merger of 
the two forces’ departments. 

It now has 27 dog handlers who provide 
support 24 hours a day, seven days a week, 
patrolling with their dogs within 
Bedfordshire and Hertfordshire.

Kite-flying tribute to 
accident victim Marcus

KITE-FLYERS marked the 
funeral of the ‘shy, lovely’ man 
who died on Dunstable Downs 
by doing what he loved most. 

Marcus Garwood of Hilltop, 
Dunstable, died in a tragic acci¬ 
dent two weeks ago when the 
9m kite he was flying crashed to 
the floor. 

Up to 40 people from the 
Stopsley and Dunstable kite-fly¬ 
ing clubs and his family and 
friends took to the hill to 
remember the 26-year-old on 
Thursday morning. 

His friend Steven Hutchins, 41, 
said: “It was only an llmph 
wind. He shouldn’t have got that 
much height but he caught a 
thermal and rode the thermal 
out very well but at the edge of 
the thermal it changed direction 
of the kite and dragged him to 
the floor from about 25-30ft. 

“He was originally 50ft and 



dropped to 25ft then the wind 
changed and pulled him down. 

“He was an experienced flyer, 
we had rode winds of 35-40mph 
before and not walked away 
with a bruise. That’s what makes 
it so much of a shock.” 

Speaking about Mr Garwood, 
he said: “He was lovely. One of 
the nicest guys you could ever 
wish to meet. He would do any¬ 


thing for anyone, nothing was 
too much, nothing was an effort 
to him. He was absolutely excel¬ 
lent on computer graphics and 
photography, he loved to be 
outside. 

“He was always very, very shy, 
but kiting was his passion. His 
motto was ‘live to fly, fly to live’. 

“The initial reaction from us 
was that of shock and that we 
didn’t want to fly again. But now, 
after Thursday, everyone 
realised he would have never 
wanted us to give up what we all 
loved doing. He would want us 
to be more cautious.” 

No flowers were put on his 
coffin, but instead a cushion in 
the shape of a kite was laid on 
top. It is thought his ashes will be 
scattered at Dunstable Downs. 

Mr Hutchins said he now plans 
to make the memorial an annu¬ 
al event and donations are being 
collected at Dunstable Downs 
visitor centre for a bench in his 
memory. 


City status bid - ‘were in it to win it’ says Roy 


A COUNCILLOR has rejected 
claims that his authority is 
‘preparing for defeat’ in the city 
status bid. 

Luton Borough Council has 
been fully backing the bid, which 
was formally handed over 
outside the Cabinet Office in 
London in May. 

The Love Luton campaign in 
the town has already raised 
more than £100,000 from 
businesses and 26 other towns 
hope to secure the potentially 
lucrative prize of city status, 


which Sunderland reported 
created 30,000 new jobs. At a 
reception last month Colin Chick, 
who is director of environment 
and regeneration, stated that 
whether the town wins or loses 
the nationwide competition, the 
campaign will continue. 

Cllr Roy Davis, who is portfolio 
holder of regeneration, said on 
Friday: "This could not be further 
from the truth as we are 
completely in it to win it. 

“All we said was that we would 
continue building on the 


successful Love Luton brand 
after next year. 

“Following our bid submission in 
London in May, and the incredible 
support we have been getting 
both locally and regionally, our 
campaign is picking up even more 
momentum with activity for next 
month’s 'Love Luton' Taste of 
Luton Food Festival in full swing.” 

The winning bid is expected to 
be announced in February 2012 
while five months later the 
Olympic torch will be coming to 
Luton.

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Disabled man forced 
off flight by mistake 
over lift to his plane 


RYANAIR refused to board a disabled 
man at Luton airport after the lift that 
was due to carry him on was late. 

Eddy Blyth, 57 from Stevenage, who has 
a hereditary condition which affects his 
ability to walk up stairs, was flying from 
to Reus, Barcelona with his partner and 
mother to celebrate her birthday with a 
short four-day break. 

However, they were thrown off the 
flight when the disabled service the 
airline had booked turned up late. 

Mr Blyth said: “We were at the gate 
early. I’ve travelled a lot to Spain using 
Ryanair and I’ve never had a problem 
before.” 

“The staff were boarding everyone, 
when I think they realised that the 
Ambulift hadn’t been called.” 

“When it arrived, the captain said that 
they were too close to the departure time 
to let us on. All credit to the driver of the 
lift, he went in to tell him he was still 
loading luggage, but the captain didn’t 
want to speak to him.” 


Mr Blyth and his party and two other 
passengers, a 89-year-old woman and 
her daughter who had also booked the 
service were told they could not board 
the flight and made to pay £100 each to 
take the same flight the next day. 

Mr Blyth said: “It wrecked the whole 
time we had away.” 

Ryanair has said that the problem was 
caused by Servisair, who are contracted 
to deliver disabled services. 

Ryanair’s Stephen McNamara said: 
“Ryanair has asked its Luton ground 
handling agent, Servisair, and Luton 
Airport’s assistance service provider to 
ensure that they deliver the mobility 
service for which they are paid, by 
Ryanair, to provide for passengers who 
require assistance. 

“These passengers should have been 
transferred to the next available flight 
free of charge, but Servisair wrongly 
imposed a missed departure fee. 

“However, as this was clearly a break¬ 
down in communication between the 


two service providers and not the fault 
of the passenger, Ryanair or Luton 
Airport 

“This fee was immediately refunded 
upon investigation of this incident. 

“Ryanair apologises for any inconven¬ 
ience caused.” 

A spokesman for Servisair said: “We 
are aware of the incident and are cur¬ 
rently investigating the circumstances 
to make sure it does not happen again. 

“We would like to apologise to the pas¬ 
sengers involved.” 

Despite the fuss Mr Blyth has said he 
will still consider flying with the airline. 

He said: “I would still use Ryanair, but 
they will have to give me assurances 
that I will be definitely getting on the 
flight.” 

Earlier this year Ryanair were success¬ 
fully sued by a couple from 
Northampton, after Paul Heath was 
forced to board his disabled wife Jo onto 
a Ryanair flight from Luton by giving her 
a fireman’s lift.

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Council acts to avoid 
any busway dispute

A NEIGHBOURING authority is 
beginning a legal battle against the 
contractors of the Luton and Dunstable 
busway, after it was left with a bill 
nearly twice what was agreed. 

Cambridgeshire County Council has 
launched multi-million pound legal 
proceedings against busway contractor 
BAM Nuttall. 

But Luton Borough Council, which 
hired the same company, has said it has 
taken ‘appropriate action’ to minimise 
the chance of anything similar happen¬ 
ing on the Luton Dunstable busway. 

The Cambridgeshire busway between 
St Ives and Cambridge was due to open 
in 2009 but is now expected to be ready 
to take its first passengers today 

Cambs has already set aside £6.5 mil¬ 
lion for the fight which focuses on 
whether the council should pay the £87m 
fee that was originally agreed or closer to 
the £151m which BAM Nuttall says it 


spent. Luton Borough Council has 
employed the services of the same 
contractor for the 7.4km bus route which 
will run between Houghton Regis and 
Luton Airport for a sum of £89m. 

Work started on the busway in January 
and it is hoped that it will be completed 
next year. 

Leader of the Luton Liberal Democrats, 
David Franks, said: “I’m not an 
experienced engineer but some years ago 
we had quite a lot of work done on our 
house. I went to the trouble to make sure 


the builder we appointed to the job could 
show me successful projects and also 
introduce me to satisfied customers that 
I could talk to. 

“If you are about to embark on a £90 
million project that’s not a bad way to 
proceed.” 

A council spokesman said: “Officers 
have kept up to date with developments 
on the Cambridge project and have taken 
appropriate action to reduce the risk of 
similar problems occurring on this 
project.”

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‘Disgusting’ bakery 
fined £10k by judge

A BAKERY has been fined 
£10,000 after swarms of fruit 
flies and maggots were found 
during a council inspection. 

At Luton Magistrates’ Court on 
Monday, Sunderam Premanand 
pleaded guilty to ten food 
hygiene offences including fail¬ 
ing to protect food against con¬ 
tamination, failure to keep 
fixtures and fittings such as 
fridges in good repair and condi¬ 
tion and failure to keep the prem¬ 
ises clean. 

When Luton Borough Council 
visited Just Baked on Bolton 
Road, Luton, food control officers 
discovered evidence of mice, 
swarms of fruit flies settling on 
bread and rolls and maggots 
crawling on breadmaking equip¬ 
ment. 

Ceilings and walls were covered 
in black mould and cobwebs and 
there was an open drain in the 
staff lavatory. 

In his defence, Premanand said 
the premises were in a bad state 
of repair when he leased it for his 
food business and he had strug¬ 
gled to get it up to an acceptable 
standard. 

During his judgement District 
Judge Leigh Smith said: “The 
premises had problems which 



you were aware of when you took 
it on. I have seen the photographs 
of the fruit flies and mouse 
faeces and personally find the 
condition of the doughnut-maker 
disgusting.” 

Premanand was fined £10,000 
plus a £15 victim surcharge. He 
was also asked to pay costs of 
£775 to the council. 

Cllr Mohammed Ashraf said: 
“Hygiene laws are there to ensure 
our food is made safely in clean 
surroundings. The council has a 
duty to protect public health and 
will not tolerate businesses that 
apparently put making money 
above people’s health.”

A HUSBAND who beat up his wife 
twice in three days while their 
children were sleeping has been 
jailed. 

Raja Yousaf, 33, of Spencer 
Court, Luton, turned up at the 
family home when drunk in the 
early hours of June 24 and began 
to assault his wife, to whom he has 
been married for eight years, it 
was heard at Luton Magistrates’ 
Court on Thursday. 

Prosecutor Jessica Hart said his 
wife Rizwana Imram told police 
he had kicked her in the back and 
dragged her out of her bed by her 
arm. 

She got up and went into their 
youngest child’s room and he 
dragged her back to her bedroom 
before either punching or slap¬ 
ping her face about five times. 

When police turned up he was 
taken to the police station and 
while en route launched himself at 
the female police officer and spent 
the journey telling her to ‘shut up’. 

He was released that afternoon 
on bail on condition that he did not 
contact his wife or go to his home 
address. 

He ignored the conditions and 
sent his wife numerous text mes¬ 


sages saying he wanted to see the 
children. 

He then turned up at the house at 
about 3am on June 26 and was let in 
by his wife. 

He accused her of telling his fami¬ 
ly he wanted a divorce and began 
slapping her again before his two 
sisters and brother turned up. 

Miss Hart said the sisters said they 
would snatch the children and have 
her thrown out of the house, to 
which Yousaf joined in. 

Mr Clews, defending, said: 
“Until a year ago the marriage was 
perfectly normal and happy but 
one year ago his business failed 
and he became unemployed. 

“While in business there was 
social pressure on him to conform 
and drink alcohol which isn’t a 
usual part of his culture.” 

Passing down sentence, chair¬ 
woman of the magistrates, Pearl 
Thomas said: “The two incidents 
occurred in quick succession 
when your children were present. 

“You appear to diminish the role 
you played in what happened.” 

Yousaf was sentenced to J2 
weeks in custody for the first 
assault and 16 weeks for the sec¬ 
ond, to be served concurrently. 

He was also handed a restrain¬ 
ing order to not contact his wife, 
either directly or indirectly.

Regrettable decision to withdraw from strategy 


SIR - It is more in sorrow than 
anger that I write following the 
vote taken by the Labour group 
in Luton, supported by the 
Liberal Democrats (including 
Cllr David Franks), to withdraw 
from the Core Strategy covering 
Luton and Southern Central 
Bedfordshire. 

This process has taken more 
than ten years to develop and 
cost over £5 million of taxpayers’ 
money so far - it is so desperately 
sad that, because a few Labour 
councillors in Luton have 
become so beguiled with offers 
made by the developers behind

unaffordable way. 

Central Bedfordshire has bent 


over backwards to accommodate 
Luton’s concerns, it had already 
accepted the need for substantial 
additional housing and it wishes 
to continue the policy of 
partnership working with Luton. 
That, however, is now going to 
take a herculean effort to 
achieve, but try we must. 

Central Beds will I am sure 
adopt those parts of the Core 
Strategy that it can, but the 
legacy of partnership working 
will be an unfortunate one to 
say the least. 

There are so many areas of 
mutual interest within 
Bedfordshire that Luton may 
have simply walked away from 
and I fear that those who will 
suffer the most from this 
decision will be those who live, 
work and vote in Luton itself.

Explain these bollards

town is that during the English Civil

Hundreds of abuse and 
violence cases in schools

MORE than 650 cases of physical 
assault and verbal abuse took 
place in Luton and Central 
Bedfordshire schools last year 
which led to pupils being 
excluded. 

A new analysis of recent figures 
from Department for Education by 
the GMB, the union for school 
support staff, shows there were 274 
cases in Luton and 378 in Central 
Bedfordshire in 2009/10. 

The schools covered were sec¬ 
ondary, primary and special 
schools and the exclusions cover 
temporary suspensions and those 
permanently expelled. In total 


there were 9,180 incidents in the 
East of England with Essex topping 
the table in the region with 2,346. 

Shaun Graham, GMB senior 
organiser, said: “These figures for 
levels of physical assaults and 
verbal abuse by pupils against 
adults are appalling and complete¬ 
ly unacceptable. 

“School support staff are 
attacked as often as teachers. Staff 
should not fear going into work 
worrying whether they will get 
bitten or kicked or verbally abused 
by pupils. 

“Society can't expect teaching 
assistants and midday supervisors 
to cope indefinitely with this 
appalling level of violence and 
abuse. 


“GMB is seeking talks with the 
Department of Education and 
Eastern Education Authorities to 
get them to come forward with 
proposals to reduce these 
appalling levels of assaults and 
abuse.” 

A Luton Borough Council 
spokesman said: “The council is 
committed to the safety and secu¬ 
rity of all teachers in Luton. Any 
act of verbal or physical abuse is 
taken very seriously and is unac¬ 
ceptable. 

“On the rare occasions that such 
incidents occur, they are dealt 
with speedily and robustly 
through the school’s own policies 
and guidelines with support, if 
necessary, from the council.” 

A Central Bedfordshire Council 
spokesman said: “Every governing 
body of a school must agree and 
publish a behaviour policy that 
parents are aware of. 

“In addition, teachers are trained 
where necessary on appropriate 
methods of addressing the needs 
of pupils who have the potential to 
be violent, verbally or physically. 

“Each individual incident in a 
school must be logged and 
reviewed to ensure that all neces¬ 
sary measures to deal with any sit¬ 
uation have taken place. 

“The vast majority of Central 
Bedfordshire pupils have a good 
engagement with school and 
teachers who are able to support 
their learning without incident.” 


Pub fracas sees woman bottled 


A WOMAN who was hit with a 
bottle suffered a head injury and 
bleeding to her mouth. 

Police officers were called to the 
Chequers pub in East End, 
Houghton Regis, just after 10pm 
on July 29. 

The victim was taken to Luton & 
Dunstable Hospital but has been 
unable to provide detectives with 
any further information about the 
attack. Detective Constable Gail 
Hawthorne, investigating, said: 
“This was a nasty incident that 
occurred in a busy Friday night 


pub and I hope that anyone who 
saw what happened will contact 
Bedfordshire Police as soon as 
possible.” 

A man arrested in connection 
with the incident has been 
released on bail, but officers are 
still keen to speak to anyone who 
might have some information 
which could assist the police with 
their investigation.

A FEW years a go I wrote a 
column suggesting ME was 
the new back pain. 

I said it may well be genuine but 
is difficult to define and quantify, 
which made it almost impossible 
to treat. 

I received letters from upset ME 
[myalgic encephalomyelitis] 
sufferers, and a couple of abusive 
missives, who thought I was 
saying it was not an illness at all 
but just a modern excuse, which 
is not what I was saying. 

I was quite surprised by the 
tone of some of the letters, which 
made me wonder if they were 
protesting too much. I received no 
letter of complaint from back 
pain sufferers. 

Looking at recent events, I can 
consider myself lucky. 

Researchers into the causes of 
ME have been receiving death 
threats by those suffering the 
complaint. 

They believe that research into 
possible psychological causes for 
the condition is an attempt to 
downplay their symptoms. 

It is difficult to see, with the 
illness making many patients 
either bed-ridden or wheel-chair 


bound, how they might carry out 
their threats but scientists are 
taking them seriously. ME 
sufferers are mad and would be 
hopping mad if they could hop. 

ME, also know as chronic fatigue 
syndrome, is allegedly caused by 
infections in the blood, although 
no-one knows quite why. 

The symptoms include extreme 
tiredness and aching muscles and 
there are those - not me I hasten 
to add - who feel it is not a 
genuine illness. 

Hence the annoyance leading to 
dire threats by some sufferers on 
the notion it may be 
psychological. 

Some scientists have been 
intimidated and personally 
abused to try to get them to 
focus on the idea that the 
condition is caused by a virus 
rather than it being all in the head. 
They are angry and frustrated 
that all the Government funding is 
apparently looking only at the 
psychological aspect of the 
illness. Some scientists have 
withdrawn form the research, 
being unused to receiving abuse 
from those they are trying to 
help. 


In the days when we had a bit of 
money, it was known as yuppie 
flu, and seemed akin to a kind of 
burn-out. 

But the patients want it proved 
that it is something they have 
caught, rather than being given 
it by themselves to themselves. 

There is some scepticism, as 
there is a variant of the symptoms 
which seems to attack teenagers, 
who find it hard to get out of bed. 

While back pain can be very 
genuine and very painful it can 
also be an easy way to a day off if 
the cricket is looking exciting and 
you have run out of grandparents 
whose funerals you need to 
attend. 

I am sure that ME is genuine and 
people are really suffering. But 
they do their cause little good by 
threatening scientists who they 
feel are going in the wrong 
direction. 

Apart from anything else the 
scientists will stop going in any 
direction and leave them to their 
fate. 

And if it is do to more with the 
workings of the brain than a virus, 
does that make it any less an 
illness? 


Can you help me?

SEVENTEEN organisations across the county have 
joined forces to offer the worst, most prolific 
‘non-violent’ criminals facing time behind bars the 
chance to rebuild their lives on the outside. 

HAZEL SLADE speaks to Detective Inspector Nick 
Bellingham about one strand of the new programme 



ALLOWING repeat offenders 
the chance to confess all their 
crimes and then sparing them 
jail time may sound like an 
easy way out. 

But that is exactly what the 
new Prolific and Other Priority 
Offenders Intensive Programme 
(PI) does. 

Launched across the 
Bedfordshire just over two 
months ago, PI - which is part of 
the new Integrated Offender 
Management (IOM) service 
which works to pull long-time 
offenders out of a life of crime - 
is aimed at men and women who 
have repeatedly, sometimes over 
15 to 20 years, committed 
burglaries, car thefts and similar 
non-violent crimes. 

However, DI Bellingham, the 
Bedfordshire Police lead on the 
project, which includes the 17 
countywide organisations all 
working under one roof for the 
first time ever, makes it very clear 
that the new programme, which 
aims to help up to 20 offenders a 
year, is far from easy. 

He explains: “This is a long, 
hard process, which needs 100 
per cent commitment. 

“These people are in and out of 
jail for years and they reach rock 
bottom. They want to change and 
they want help. 

“If you are thought to be a risk 
to the public, you won’t even be 
considered.” 

The way it works is an offender 
will apply to take part. The judge 
will decide if they are suitable, 


and if they are accepted they will 
have to admit all their previous 
crimes - which can be in the 
hundreds in some cases. 

They are then put on the three- 
and-a-half year programme, with 
an electronic monitoring tag for a 
minimum of six months and 
monthly meetings with the judge. 

They will also be required to 
carry out varying programmes, 
for example unpaid work or 


attend a drug rehabilitation 
course. But if at any time, even in 
the last month of the programme, 
they are found not to be 
complying, they will be locked 
up for all the crimes. 

So far five people have been 
accepted on to PI, with one 
having started the programme. 

DI Bellingham said: “They 
admit all their previous crimes. 

“It’s a huge stick that the judge

can wield above their heads if 
they don’t do all the things they 
say they’re going to do. It’s a bit of 
a leap of faith for them really. 

“It all sounds a bit harsh, but 
this isn’t supposed to be a soft 
option. 

“Almost four years going 
straight for these people is a long 
time. There will be a number of 
people who fail and they will 
then be treated very harshly.” 

And the victims aren’t forgotten 
in all this, with contact made 
with each one letting them know 
what is happening. 

DI Bellingham said: “It’s quite 


apparent the impact these 
offences have on victims. 

“In some cases it has ruined 
their quality of life. It’s important 
that they know what is 
happening.” 

With an office in Luton and one 
in Bedford, it isn’t just PI on offer, 
there are two other programmes 
run by IOM. The first is the 
Prolific and Other Priority 


Offenders (PPO), for offenders 
who commit serious acquisitive 
crime. And there is also the High 
Volume Offender (HVO) 
programme, which works with 
those most at risk of offending. 

But PI is for the most serious 
offenders, and DI Belling said so 
far, it seems to be going well. 

He added: “It’s early stages but 
I’m optimistic.”

FOUR amateur cyclists are 
trekking from Land’s End to 
John O’Groats, to support a 
Luton Town Football Club 
legend who is suffering from 
cancer by raising money for the 
Lymphoma Association. 

Alan West became a profession¬ 
al footballer at Burnley in 1967 
and played for Luton Town 
between 1973 and 1981, during 
which time he was capped for 
England under 23 s. 

He then moved to Millwall and, 
after player-managing Hitchin 
Town, became a minister at Luton 
Christian Fellowship, where he is 
still pastor. 

In December 2003, he was diag¬ 
nosed with non-Hodgkin 
Lymphoma, a cancer of the lym¬ 
phatic system, which is a part of 
the body’s immune system. 

After receiving chemotherapy, 
his cancer went into remission for 
several years. However, after his 
cancer returned he underwent a 
second bout of chemotherapy 
and is now in remission again. 

Stuart King, 28, from Luton, 
Patricia Neale, 24, and Helen 


Mayhew, 23, both from Bedford, 
will be cycling on a triple tandem 
and Neil Reynolds, 26, from 
Luton will be cycling on a normal 
bicycle. 

They are part of a team of 11 
which set off on Friday and have 
been training on a variety of 
different terrains for the past 
seven months. 

Mr King said: “In total we are 
covering approximately 1,066 
miles - about 80 per day so we 
have had to train where possible 
every weekend for the past eight 


months, but it will be worth all 
the hard work when we turn up in 
John O’Groats. 

“The Lymphoma Association is 
a specialist charity which pro¬ 
vides information and support to 
anyone affected by Lymphoma, 
which is the fifth most common 
cancer in the UK.

Volunteers set to offer 
crime victims support

VULNERABLE victims of distrac¬ 
tion burglaries in Luton will bene¬ 
fit from support of specially 
trained volunteers as the police 
team up with the Red Cross. 

The pilot project will begin on 
September 1 and if it is a success it 
could be rolled out to the rest of the 
county and extended to support 
victims of other crime types. 

The idea is that volunteers will 
arrive at the scene within 40 min¬ 
utes of an officer informing the 
contact management centre that a 
victim is vulnerable, possibly 
because they are alone and have 
no support from family or friends. 

Volunteers, who will only be 
called with agreement of the vic¬ 
tim, will be able to provide early 
emotional support and coun¬ 
selling and assist with practical 
matters like contacting insurance 
companies. 

The British Red Cross will also 
continue to work closely with 
Bedfordshire Victim Support as 
they will prepare a handover report 
for members who, with the victim’s 
permission, will offer further sup¬ 
port services within 48 hours. 

Bedfordshire Police have pre¬ 
pared a tailor-made training pro¬ 
gramme for volunteers and fund¬ 
ing for the pilot scheme has been 
provided by Luton’s SoLUTiONs 
community safety partnership. 


Progress so far was celebrated at 
Luton Police Station in Buxton 
Road on Tuesday when represen¬ 
tatives from the partner organisa¬ 
tions involved, including the Chief 
Constable Alf Hitchcock, British 
Red Cross, Victim Support and 
SoLUTiONs, signed an official 
Memorandum of Understanding. 

Superintendent David Boyle said: 
“Developing this service for vul¬ 
nerable victims is a fantastic 
achievement and another example 
of excellent partnership working. I 
want to thank everyone from all 
organisations who are helping to 
make this work.” 

Red Cross operations director 
Tricia Earp said: “Red Cross emer¬ 
gency response volunteers already 


support people through all kinds 
of crises, including house fires, 
floods and evacuations, so we are 
very pleased to be working with 
Bedfordshire Police and others to 
extend our services to people in 
the immediate aftermath of crime. 

“Our volunteers are experienced 
in compassionate support and are 
looking forward to working along¬ 
side Victim Support to help people 
in Bedfordshire cope with the 
impact of burglary.”

ing it. 

“It’s always good to give some¬ 
thing back to the community, if 
everybody knew how fulfilling it 
feels, I am sure more businesses

Gareth Jones, a director in the 
Mazars Luton office and a trustee 
for the charity, said: “Mazars is a 
global chartered accountancy and 
business advisory firm, but under¬ 
stands that local offices have a 
responsibility to invest in their 
local community through projects 
such as this one run by Ground¬ 
work.

Apprenticeships driving 
force at Vauxhall plant 


VAUXHALL’S Luton plant 
is relaunching its 
apprenticeship scheme 
for the first time in more 
than 15 years. 

The scheme, which is 
open to young people aged

She said: “We’ve been 
exploring ways to bring in 
young people from Luton, 
develop them and give 
them the skills they need 
to build vehicles here in 
their home town. 

“Apprenticeships bring 
considerable value to 
organisations, employers, 
individuals and the 
economy.

Forum in emergency appeal 


A GOVERNMENT emergency 
resilience forum is urging busi¬ 
nesses to review their continuity 
plans in the wake of the Pembroke 
Chevron refinery blast in which four 
people died. 

The Bedford and Luton Local 
Resilience Forum (BBLRF), made up 
of partners including councils and 
the NHS, is asking businesses to 
check their emergency planning 
procedures and ensure they are 
robust enough to respond to any 
emergency. 

Although there are no oil refineries 
in Bedfordshire, the fire and rescue 
service have responded to more than 


25 incidents at business premises in 
the last two years involving fuel or 
chemicals. 

During these incidents neighbour¬ 
ing businesses are often evacuated 
and cordons set up to contain the 
situation, which can restrict staff and 
suppliers and therefore affect busi¬ 
ness as usual. 

None of the incidents attended by 
Bedfordshire Fire and Rescue Service 
were on the scale of Pembroke Chevron 
but all of them inevitably tested busi¬ 
ness resilience and continuity. 

Chairman of BLLRF, Assistant Chief 
Constable Katherine Govier ( pic¬ 
turedl) from Bedfordshire Police, said: 


“Incidents seen on the scale of the oil 
blast in Wales are extremely rare but 
serve as an untimely reminder that 
emergency planning may save lives. 

“Business leaders should also take 
time to brief staff on emergency pro¬ 
cedures so that everyone in the 
organisation is aware of what should 
happen in an emergency situation. 

“It is good practice to know who 
your neighbouring businesses are 
and what they do, and to understand 
what impact there would be on your 
business if an emergency occurred at 
your neighbour’s premises.”

At last, the best kept secret is 
being revealed to the public 


NATIONAL HERITAGE 

WREST PARK_ 

Silsoe 

AFTER decades behind virtually closed doors, 
its treasures overgrown and largely unknown, 
Bedfordshire’s best kept secret is being 
opened to the public. 

With the first phase of a 20-year restoration 
project now complete, helped by a £1.14m 
Heritage Lottery Fund grant, the 90-acre 
historic landscape and French-style mansion 
is ready to take its rightful place among the 
country’s great garden attractions. 

Visitors are now able to see the first fruits of 
this restoration as the Italian Garden and Rose 
Garden as well as miles of historic pathways 
and vistas are unveiled, completely conserved 
and reinstated. 

Within the French-inspired mansion, the 
conservatory and Countess’s sitting room will 
be restored and open to the public while a 
new exhibition will tell the story of the estate, 
its evolution and its personalities. New facili¬ 
ties include a visitor centre, cafe and play area. 

Alex Sydney, English Heritage’s assistant visi¬ 
tor operations director for the East of England, 
said: “We're immensely proud of what the 
team of gardeners, apprentices and local 
volunteers have achieved at Wrest to make it 
once more, one of the great gardens of 
England and the best place in the county for 
a beautiful day out.” 

Wrest Park belonged to the de Grey family 
from the Middle Ages until the early 20th 
century and the family commissioned many of 
the 18th century’s most famous designers to 
work on the landscape. 

But whereas in other gardens the previous 
designs were lost in the pursuit of new garden¬ 
ing vogues, each generation at Wrest Park 
respected the work of their predecessors. 

As a result, visitors today can walk through 
250 years of English garden history. 



This completed phase of the revival project 
sees important areas of the magnificent land¬ 
scape brought back to their early 20th century 
appearance before the de Grey family sold 
Wrest Parkin 1917. 

The gardens declined from this time and by 
the latter half of the 20th century, Wrest Park 
housed an agricultural research institute, and 
only four gardeners maintained the grounds. 
This compares with a garden staff of around 
50 in its pre-First World War heyday. 

English Heritage gained full ownership of the 
estate in 2006, and in 2008 announced a 
20-year master plan to restore Wrest Park as 
one of the pre-eminent gardens in England. 

Highlights of the project include: 

■ The Rose Garden - previously covered over 
by lawn. New beds have been planted with 525 
traditional-style roses, donated by David 
Austin Roses, to create the colourful effect of a 
late Victorian rose garden 

■ The Italian Garden - the small formal 
garden has been transformed to its layout in 
1882. 

■ An avenue of 26 disease-resistant elms have 
been planted to replace the lost English elms 
which once framed the French parterre.

WHY do people love to cruise? 

Certainly it is one of the fastest growing 
forms of holidays these days. I was on the 
Grand Princess, touring the fjords of Norway, 
with my wife and two kids. 

The Saturday we left, there were five other 
cruise ships leaving Southampton. And, these 
days, we are not talking penny numbers. Our 
ship had virtually 3,000 passengers and the 
others in dock would have been looking at 
similar figures. Indeed with a crew of 1,200 it 
is a floating town. 

(As a side issue Southampton needs to get its 
act together, as the roads were completely 
jammed and the signs poor or non-existent) 

The Princess Line has grown from a small 
fleet of just three ships in the 1970s to 16 at 
the moment with two more currently being 
built. 

The original ships were more basic and com¬ 
plaints were made, especially by honeymoon- 
ers, that the rooms only contained single beds. 

After a couple of years a team of carpenters 
was hired to literally nail some of the beds 
together. 

Today the rooms vary from comfortable to 
luxurious. On top of which there is almost 
every facility imaginable - smart restaurants, 
niche restaurants, buffet halls, large bars with 
entertainment, small bars for intimacy, shows, 
cinemas, swimming pools, gyms, shops, 
beauty parlours and special activities for the 
children. 

So is this the attraction, or maybe the easy 
way of travelling and sight-seeing? 

I asked Roger Bilton, the captain of the 
Grand Princess. Roger said: “This may at first 


seem surprising but one of the big selling 
points is the value for money. 

“From around £1,000, a couple can have a 
week’s holiday where all they have to buy is 
their alcohol. 

“We take care of the room, all the food, all 
the entertainment and all the travelling for 
that price. 

“Second it is stress free, especially when 
compared these days with flying. In fact we are 
finding many more people would rather 
embark from their country and sail an extra 


few days than fly-cruise. 

“It is relaxed and people can go from their 
room to the restaurant, the casino, then a 
show and a late night bar and need only travel 
a few hundred yards in a completely safe 
environment. 

“All our facilities have wheelchair access, 
which gives us great appeal to those with 
disabilities. So, as an all-round package it is 
hard to beat.” 

One advantage the present Mrs Lowe was 
happy about was that there are no luggage 



restrictions. A fair number of the world’s 
largest shoe collection, after Imelda Marcos, 
made the trip. 

One problem is making sure you do not eat 
too much. 

I then checked out the bridge, especially as 
we were travelling towards iceberg territory, 
although not very likely in July. 

As you might expect, the bridge is mainly 
electronic these days. There are two lookouts, 
though, with binoculars, to back up all the 
high-tech. And as the ship takes about a mile 
to stop, that is probably a good idea, especially 
as the rules of the sea still means the cruise 
liner has to give way to sail. 

So in theory it all sounds pretty marvellous.

BOXING 

TOM Little has vowed that he’ll be 
knocking on the door of Tyson Fury 
sooner rather than later after he blitzed 
his way to a debut win over Lithuania’s 
Rolandas Cesna in Luton last Sunday. 

The heavyweight fighter’s 36/40 points 
triumph was part of a clean sweep as all 
of trainer/manager Graham Earl’s House of 
Champions boxers picked up victories in 
the former lightweight world champion’s 
home town Renaissance show. 

Alongside Little’s storming example of 
top division punching, there was an 
exquisite final round stoppage win for 
unbeaten welterweight Terry Holmes plus 
further debut points successes for Luton’s 
James Smith and Danny Mulhern over 


Ryan Clarke and Sid Razak respectively. 
Little, though, had one day off before 
returning to the gym and is already 
chomping at the bit to return to the ring 
as he has big plans. 

“I want to pick on the bigger boys,” he 
said, adding: “I’m happy with the way I 
boxed. It wasn’t perfect, because if it was 
I’d be a world champion, but I used my 
height, speed and let my left hand do 
most of the work. This division is on its 
knees and now is the perfect time to 
come through and I won’t be fussed at 
stepping in the ring with anyone.” 

Asked if he had his eye on current 
British and Commonwealth Heavyweight 
Champion Fury, who made an appearance 
in Luton before his title win over Derek 
Chisora last month, Little said: “In due 


time. I don’t want to wait too long before 
I’m knocking on his door because I want 
to make people sit up and take notice.” 

Little highlighted friend and stable-mate 
Holmes as another of Earl’s fighters who 
is destined for big things, saying: “Terry is 
a top prospect and has big things ahead 
of him.” 

However, the welterweight is prepared to 
bide his time despite an explosive showing 
of speed and poise against Aaron Fox. 

“I just want to keep on winning,” said 
Holmes. “I think I need two more fights 
and then start stepping things up. I’m only 
19, so I’m still young. When Graham says 
I’m ready for a title, that’s when I’ll be 
ready.”

Watkins thanks boss 
as he helps rout QPR

ADAM Watkins is thankful that Gary 
Brabin is putting the faith in him he 
didn’t get from previous Luton Town 
manager Richard Money. 

The 19-year-old product of the club’s 
youth system has been tipped for big 
things this season with his boss saying 
that he has been the Hatters’ best player 
during the summer preparations. 

He was one of the star turns in the 3-1 
win over Premier League Queens Park 
Rangers on Friday, where he produced 
one of a trio of impressive second half 
cameos alongside goalscorers Matthew 
Barnes-Homer and Amari Morgan- 
Smith as they upstaged the Rs’ new £1.25 
million striker DJ Campbell who opened 
the scoring within 30 seconds. 

Now the teen is hoping to force his way 
into the first team squad ahead of the 
Conference opener at AFC Telford 
United on Saturday night. 

He said: “With the old manager, I don’t 
think he had a lot of confidence in me, 
personally, but I’m delighted that he 
[Gary Brabin] can give me a chance and 
show some confidence in me. Hopefully 


I can repay him. Everything is going to 
plan at the minute. I’m delighted he’s 
[Brabin] given me the chance, even off 
the bench. 

“It gives me confidence but I’m still 
young and I’ve got to keep working hard. 

“I appreciate everything he says about 
me. He knows what he wants and hope¬ 
fully I can give him that. 

“Hopefully, come the start of the season, 
I’ll be in his plans.” 

Brabin said after the victory over QPR: 
“I’ve made a rod for my own back with 
the emergence of Adam Watkins. I’ve 
been delighted with him and he’s been 
part of it on merit. 

“He’s working really hard and I’ve tried 
not to flog him. 

“He’s definitely given us a bit more 
competition in midfield.” 

But the jostle for places in the centre of 
the pitch is one of the most competitive 
at the club so Watkins knows he may 
have to be patient once the competitive 
action starts. 

He said: “There are players like Alex 
Lawless, Jake Howells and Keith Keane 
that I’ve got to try to get through. It’s all 
about taking my chances and if I keep 
training hard hopefully my time will 


come. As long as I’m playing for Luton it 
doesn’t bother me. I can be patient - it’s 
just an honour for me to be playing for 
the club. I was a season ticket holder for 
eight years and players like Keano, I used 
to watch as a kid. 

“If I can keep playing with them, I can 
only get better. 

“I love the club, I love the people here 
and I love the players and if I can keep 
going with that, I’ll see what happens. 
My main focus is just getting in the 
team.” 

Jake Howells is a player who has been 
in the first team squad for three years, 
and at just a year older than Watkins he’s 
another of the players that the midfield¬ 
er looks up to. 

“I have a lot of respect for Jake, he’s 
made a lot appearances for the club and 
if I can follow in his footsteps I’ll be 
delighted. He’s only a year older than me 
but to play with him is great.” 

Howells was called up to the Welsh 
Under-21 side last week for the first time 
and Watkins revealed that he has the 
ancestry to also merit an international 
cap for the Principality. 

“My granddad is Welsh so I could play 
for them if I was ever picked,” he said.

is the subject of a phoney Twitter account (SGaryBreadbin, 
something that he is aware of. 

“Apparently I’ve got about ten,” he joked. “I can tell it’s not me 
because he speaks sense. From that point of view it alarms you. 
It’s like people are stealing your identity a little bit. But I don’t 
know much about it, I genuinely don’t, so I’m not bothered, to be 
honest.” 

However, the row over Barton’s use of Twitter has highlighted 
players’ use and a host of Hatters are now signed up. 

Former players Adam Newton and Lloyd Owusu used the site to 
announce they had not been offered new contracts, while this 
week trialist Leon McKenzie also used his account to inform Town 
fans that he would not be signing with the club. 

The latest Luton star to sign up is Amari Morgan-Smith, who is 
happy to tow the party line over use. 

“It’s got to be presented in a professional way,” the winger said. 
“It’s a bit of togetherness really, showing the fans that we want to 
get promoted but [we need to] keep news of injuries and things 
in the club. 

“Everyone is using it and it is a good way of interacting with fans 
but you’ve got to keep it to a minimum and keep tabs on stuff 
that you say. It’s a good and bad thing but hopefully we can use it 
as a good thing.”

could have been playing but I had to wait for professional advice. 
My chest was a bit tight with asthma and I felt dizzy and drowsy.” 

Asked if he had a point to prove this term because of his 
enforced absence at the tail end of the previous campaign, he 
said: “Yeah. We’ve got a good squad and everyone is fighting for 
a starting position for next week. 

“It was very frustrating not being able to play in the play-offs 
and trying to get the team into the next league. 

“Hopefully we can do it this season.” 

After netting five goals last term, including one on his debut 
against Mansfield, the winger has targeted double figures this 
time out to contribute to a title tilt. 

He said: “We are going straight out to win the league and take 
over every team that comes our way.” 

The former Stockport County trainee has also been on the 
phone this week after his former club Ilkeston Town hit the 
headlines when Gary Ricketts hospitalised three Mansfield 
players in a pre-season friendly, leading Stags boss Paul Cox to 
walk his players off the pitch and abandon the game after 
just 68 minutes. 

The striker has since been suspended by The Robins but 
Morgan-Smith was quick to defend his former team-mate. 

“I rang Gary on Thursday. He’s a good lad and he said he didn’t 
mean what went on,” said the Luton man. 

“That’s what he’s like, he’s a handful on the pitch but he’s nice 
lad off it. I can’t really comment because I wasn’t there but I 
think the club have suspended him. Hopefully he can get back 
playing so he can cause more havoc.”

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Red Bull doesn’t 
give you wings 

AMARI Morgan-Smith is keeping clear 
of energy drinks as he believes they 
could have triggered the problems 
which saw him miss the end of last 
season. 

The Luton Town winger was taken 
to hospital after the 4-0 win over 
Histon in April. Complications 
regarding his asthma required scans 
and it meant he could play no part in 
the play-offs which they lost on 
penalties to AFC Wimbledon. 

He said: “I’m not allowed to drink any 
more Red Bull and power drinks that 
get the heart going and I’ve just got 
to drink water now before games. 

“When it happened I’d drank Red 
Bull the night before and that was 
probably the trigger so I won’t be 
doing that again. 

“It wasn’t really a concern, I just 
needed to get the all clear.” 

It wasn’t the first time he’s had to sit 
on the bench due to the problems 
with his chest and he admitted: “It 
happened before and it was just a 
case of getting scans done. It was 
frustrating sitting there, knowing that I

Brabin tells stars not to give 
away Hatters’ secrets online

LUTON Town players have been spoken 
to about the use of social networking 
websites in the wake of the Twitter 
controversy surrounding Newcastle 
United midfielder Joey Barton. 

The Magpies midfielder was this week 
told he can leave the club on a free transfer 
after criticising the Premier League outfit 
online. 

The St James’ Park side have since issued 
stars with legal letters warning about 
breach of contracts through such com¬ 
ments. 

Professional Footballers’ Association 
chief executive Gordon Taylor has also 
weighed into the argument, suggesting 
that websites like Twitter and Facebook are 
things that football has to get its heads 
around, rather than ban. 

Luton boss Brabin admits it is all a bit of 
a mystery to him but won’t be issuing bans 
as long as players do not reveal sensitive 
information online. 

“We have spoken about it and as long as 
people aren’t mentioning things to do with 
the club that are private and confidential, 
then if people want to go on them, things 
fine,” he said. 

“I can’t, for the life of me understand why 
people put personal pictures and com¬ 
ments about themselves on it. 


“I can’t get my head around it but if peo¬ 
ple are like that then so be it, but as long as 
they’re not divulging private and confiden¬ 
tial things that are part of the club, then 
that’s totally up to them.” 

The Hatters chief thinks that aside from 
football the social media phenomena can 
have worrying implications. 

He said: “I think it’s more highlighted 
because of football clubs but I think it’s 
more dangerous in life as well. 

“What’s to stop people going on and 
insulting your next door neighbour, telling 
fibs of saying what people are doing? 

“It just seems a way of bitching about 
each other. I can’t get my head around it.” 

Like West Ham boss Sam Allardyce, Brabin
